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Let Us Humble Ourselves and Pray 


“Run ye to and fro through the streets 
of Jerusalem, and see now, and know, 
and seek in the broad places thereof, if 
ye can find a man,” Jer. 5:1. 

Israel was in a backslidden condition 
at this time but God in His mercy was 
willing to forgive their transgressions and 
to heal their backslidings. He sent a mes- 
senger to seek out a man that loved the 
truth and would execute judgment, and 
again we hear Him say, “I sought for a 
man among them, that should make up 
the hedge, and stand in the gap before 
me for the land, that I should not de- 
stroy it.” Beloved, God has sent forth a 
messenger today, the Holy Ghost, to seek 
out a people who will obey the truth, 
seek His righteousness and execute judg- 
ment. Will He find them in the Church 
of today? If we fail, He will raise up an- 
other. He is going to have a people who 
will worship Him in truth and be led by 
His Spirit. God has always worked 
through the instrumentality of man. 

In every age since the creation of this 
world God has raised up a leader in every 
time of trouble, We find in reading 
through the sixth to the ninth chapters 
of Genesis how this world had become 
steeped in sin and apparently everyone 
was mocking and ignoring God. He raised 
up a man, Noah. God gave Noah orders 
and instructions and Noah obeyed the 
voice of God. The people around him 
laughed and made all manner of fun of 
him. Noah wavered not but continued 
to do as God had instructed. The re- 
plenishing of the whole world and the 
right sviritual teaching rested entirely 
upon his shoulders, he was the man ot 
that day. He loved and served God with 
all his heart, soul, and mind, reserving 
nothing for self, but giving all to God. 

Now let us consider Abraham. God 
needed a man from whom His chosen and 
select people could spring and He saw 
in Abraham a man and gave him a com- 
mand to leave his own country and get 
away from his friends and kinsfolk and 
into a countrv that He would show him. 
Abraham, like any true child of God 
would do, left all and followed His com- 
mands, even to the offering up of his 
only son as a burnt offering to God. We 
see in him a true Christian heart with 
real love for God and His commands. 

Then we look at Joseph. A jealous 
spirit entered the hearts of his brothers, 
they persecuted him and sold him as 
a slave and he was carried into Egypt 
where he was falsely accused, imprisoned 
and tempted in many other ways, but he 
stood true to God and when the famine

came he was the one who saved God’s 
chosen ones from starvation. Truly he was 
the man of that day. 

Next let us consider Moses, an Israelite, 
reared by the Egyptian king. God saw in 
Moses a man and when the time came for 
the children of Israel to be led out of 
bondage, God spoke to him out of the 
burning bush and said, Moses, I am the 
God of thy father, the God of Abra- 
ham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. I have surely seen the affliction of 
my people and have heard their cry. You 
go down and lead the children of Israel 
out of Egypt. Moses led them across the 
Red Sea and through the wilderness to 
Hereb. It was to him God gave the Ten 
Commandments. Then when Moses failed, 
God chose Joshua to lead the children of 
Israel over the muddy Jordan into the 
land of Canaan. Leaders may fail today 
but God will raise up others who will 
obey Him and His commands. Truly we 
see many Christians of today drifting 
from the old-time worship in spirit and 
truth, 

Paul, in writing to Timothy, said “I 
charge thee therefore before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge 
the quick and the dead at his appearing 
and his kingdom. Preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of season; reprove, 
rebuke, exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine. For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine.” To- 
day darkness, misery and fear are filling 
the hearts of the people. God is calling 
His Church back to the way of the cross, 
back to the power of the early Church. 
Men are lowering the gospel standard and 
burying themselves in the rubbish of 
formality and criticism. Adam’s fig leaf 
apron is typical of faking Judaism. Men 
today are picking the leaves off God’s 
law and government to hide themselves. 
Oh, that God’s ministers would wake up, 
preach God’s unadulterated truth with- 
out compromising. We would see God 
confirming His Word with signs follow- 
ing. 

Paul tells us in 1 Cor. 12 of nine 
spiritual gifts that are in the Church of 
God. Whv are they not in operation to- 
day? Because we as the Church of God 
are failing to plumb the line. Let us get 
back to the old landmarks, back to our 
first love and press toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus and let us have judgment en- 
throned instead of fancies, notions and 
being puffed up with our own fleshly 
minds. If there is any gift needed any 
more than another, surely it’s the gift of 


discernment. In speaking of the diversi- 
ties of gifts by the same Spirit, Paul 
writes, “To another discerning of 
spirits.” There is a vast difference be- 
tween natural discernment and spiritual. 
When it comes to natural discernment 
you will find many people loaded with it 
and they can see so many faults in 
others. To such the words of Christ in 
the sixth chapter of Luke surely apply. 
“Whv beholdest thou the mote that is in 
thy brother’s eye, but verceivest not the 
beam thar is in thine own eye?” If you 
want to manifest natural discernment, 
focus the same on yourself and I’m sure 
you will see so many faults in yourself 
that you will not want to see the faults 
in another. 


In Isa. 6 we read of the prophet being 
in the presence of God and he found 
that even his lips were unclean and ev- 
erything was unclean, but praise our God 
there is the same live coal for us today, 
the baptism of fire for the perfecting of 
the heart, the purifying of the mind, the 
regeneration of the spirit. Oh, how im- 
portant it is that the fire of God shall 
touch our tongues and how important 
that by His Spirit we be able to discern 
the real power of God lest we be de- 
ceived and led away from the truth. 

From time to time we have seen dif- 
ferent ones under a power of evil, have 
seen them have spells and hear some one 
say, “Oh wasn’t the power great in our 
midst?” and you would think, “O ye of 
little discernment.” The Word says, 
“Faith without works is dead.” Beloved, 
if we have discernment and have not 
power it profiteth nothing. It takes the 
power of God to manifest the gift that 
is within us, for it is God who worketh 
in you both to will and to do of His good 
pleasure, Phil. 2:13. Not chat we are suf- 
ficient of ourselves to think anything as 
of ourseives, but our sufficiency is of 
God. So it’s according to the gift of the 
grace of God given unto us by the ef- 
fectual working of His power. For if 
there be first a willing mind it is ac- 
cepted according to that a man hath and 
not according to that he hath not. Paul 
said, “Now unto him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that we 
ask or think, according to the power thar 
worketh in us.” 

There was a period of time, about four 
hundred years, that the world had no 
direct message from God, the world was 
steeped in sin and darkness but God so 
loved us that He sent Jesus, His only be- 
gotten Son, to this sin-cursed world to

Faith in Action 


Faith in God is looked upon as the lof- 
tiest, most sacred act of man, and yet we 
read of some who were very ordinary, 
even sinful and degraded, whose faith in 
God brought great results: 

The harlot Rahab saved herself and 
household by her faith (Josh. 6:23). 

A poor widow supplied her fatheriess 
children and herself with the needs of 
life by her faith (2 Kings 4:1). 

The Canaanite woman got deliver- 
ance for her devil-possessed daughter by 
faith (Matt. 15). 

A woman, a great sinner, saved by her 
faith (Luke 7:37-50). 

A man hopelessly crippled had faith to 
be healed (Acts 14:10). 

Jesus called the centurion’s faith the 
greatest he had found in Israel (Matt. 
8:10). 

Faith as a mustard seed is sufficient to 
move mountains and do the impossible, 
Jesus said (Matt. 17:30). 

But concerning faith, which has many 
aspects, and which is given as the one 
means unto salvation (Acts 16:30), 
we read: 

All men have not faith, 2 Thess. 3:2. 

Concerning faith some are reprobate. 2 
Tim, 3:8. 

Some are weak in faith. Rom. 14:1. 

Some have little faith. Luke 12:25. 

Some have strong faith. Rom. 4:20. 

Some have great faith. Matt. 15:28. 

Some are full of faith. Acts 6:5; 11: 
24. 

Some live by faith. Gal. 2:20. 

Faith is real. It is an active, moving 
force. It is never fruitless. It is never 
alone. It never comes empty-handed. 

James says (2:18-20), “A man may 
say, Thou hast faith and I have works; 
but shew me thy faith without thy 
works, and I will shew thee my faith by 
my works.” You believe there is a God. 
That’s good. “The devils also believe and 
tremble.” But that is not faith. “Wilt 
thou know, O vain man, that faith with- 
out works is dead.” A faith with no 
works is dead, lifeless, hence is not faith 
at all. 

Faith, so simple. A child, a person of 
weak mind, one who is ignorant, one who 
has been to the depths of sin, any of these 
may exercise faith in God, and yet it 
seems mysterious and complex. It is hard 
to define. 

“Faith is the substance (or confidence) 
of things hoped for, the evidence (or 
persuasion) of things not seen”—things 


God has promised. God’s Word is the 
ground or basis for faith. “Faith cometh 
by hearing and hearing by the Word of 
God”—what He offers to do. “Without 
faith it is impossible to please God, for 
he that cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him” (Heb. 11:1-6). 
Saving faith includes confidence in God 
and that He will do as He promises, after 
a full committal of all to Him, also a 
heart persuasion that He fulfills His 
Word now. In exercising faith for other 
things, the principles are the same. In ev- 
ery case there is the committal of all to 
the will of God. Then any thing God 
promises to do for us. in His way, hav- 
ing obeyed His conditions, faith may 
reach out and receive. At this point it 
means believe and receive. 

The Lord says, “Seek me, I will be 
found of you.” We seek Him, with the 
whole heart, believing, and we find Him. 

Israel is up against the Red Sea. They 
are under orders to go forward, but they 
cannot unless God parts the sea. He com- 
mands, “Go forward.” They move, be- 
lieving His Word. The sea opens up. 
They go over on dry ground. 

It is the same at the river Jordan. There 
is God’s command. They must go for- 
ward. The river is full and deep. They 
start. The soles of their feet are in the 
water, when the waters stand as “an 
heap” and Israel passes over on dry 
ground. 

And Jericho must be taken. It is shut 
up tight. Joshua is instructed to have rhe 
people march around Jericho once a day 
for six days and on the seventh day they 
are to march around seven times, then the 
priests are to blow the trumpets and the 
people are ro shout, at the seventh round, 
when the walls are to fall. When they’ve 
obeyed, at the sound of the trumpets and 
shouts of the people the walls fall flat 
and the city is taken. At the point where 
men obey God, believing His Word, He 
acts. That is the place and time of faith. 
When would the Red Sea or river Jor- 
dan have parted, or Jericho’s walls fallen, 
if Israel had continued to stand and look 
on? They obeyed, believed; God acted. 

The afflicted woman of whom we read 
in Matthew 9 was in the throng, who 
followed Jesus. She believed. She had 
faith to be healed, She must give an ex- 
pression of that faith. She said, “If I 
can but touch the hem of his garment, 
I shall be made whole.” This outward 
act expressed all that was in her heart. 
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Her faith took fire. She was healed. 

The words of the Lord form a basis 
for all our faith, but faith may be 
boosted and built up by the testimony 
and experiences of others, by the prayers 
and faith of others, or by the outpouring 
of the Spirit of God upon the people in 
general, 

“Faith in action” is never so beautiful- 
ly demonstrated as in the lives of those 
who live by faith, walk by faith, and 
possess the full “joy of faith.” In a Spirit- 
filled life where peace and joy abound, 
and all the fulness of God is evidenced, 
what has faith to do then? Ah, it is be- 
cause of that living, active, abiding faith 
that such a fulness of life is known and 
that faith stands for all of life’s needs, 
both temporally and spiritually. In the 
fiery trials that try us it is then that we 
are held steady because of our faith. 
What else can matter if our faith in our 
great Deliverer does not fail? 

“That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and honour 
and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ,” 1 Peter 1:7.

The Victorious Life 

Some write and speak of the victori- 
ous life as though it were an unusual por- 
tion for a favored few.

We are at this time in a great revival 
in this big city.

God’s people no longer pray and reach 
out for the unsaved, a man from the 
bottomless pit, Rev. 17:8, is energized 
with all the power of the devil, Rev. 13: 
2, to carry out the bloody massacre, O 
God, I don’t want to be here. God has 
made it possible to escape. God’s Bible 
outlines and sponsors a program. If we 
will live by i¢ we can and will escape. 
Watch and pray always, put on the whole 
armor of God. The time is coming when 
this proud, demon-drunk, blood-soaked, 
God-defying world will drink the wrath 
of God. Their eyes shall not spare, 
neither have pity on the fruit of the 
womb. Their houses shall be spoiled, 
their wives ravished, their children 
dashed to pieces before their eyes. Isaiah 
13. O man, hear the voice of God and 
live. The proud and delicate men and 
women who can’t walk the earth for 
pride will eat the flesh of their own sons 
and daughters. Deuteronomy 28. “The 
hands of the pitiful women have sodden 
their own children: they were their meat 
in the destruction of the daughter of my 
people.” Lam. 4:10. Some may ask, Was 
not this fulfilled in the seige of Jeru- 
salem? Yes, in part, as this was a type of 
the dark week to come. Josephus, the 
Jewish historian, gives an account dur- 
ing the seige. The Roman soldiers en- 
tered into a woman’s house and asked for 
something to eat. She told them she had 
nothing but was suffering starvation her- 
self. They told her they smelled baked 
meat and demanded her to get it. She 
opened a drawer, there was half of her 
own precious baby she had roasted and 
was eating. “Fox’s Book of Martyrs,” 
“History of the Waldensians,” “The Ar- 
menians,” “The Netherlands” tell of the 
unmerciful murders happened to Chris- 
tians in the early centuries. 

God has not left us in darkness that 
that day should come on us aware, but 
we have Bible signs to warn us. Most ev- 
erywhere we look we can see the hand 
of Antichrist. I have before me an ar- 
ticle on the recent Russian Revolution, 
written by a godless and apostate leader 
in the Red Gazette, “We will turn our 
hearts into steel, which we will temper 
in the fire of suffering, and fight for 
freedom. We will make our hearts cruel, 
hard and unmovable so that no mercy 
will enter them and so that we will not 
quench at the sight of a sea of enemy 
blood. We will let loose the floodgates 
of that sea without mercy, without spar- 
ing; we will kill our enemies in scores of 
hundreds.” We ask the reader to note 
what this godless person calls enemies. 
They are those who stand for religious 
principles. 

George Solomon describes this hell on 
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earth which he had to witness mostly 
during the night. The bloody work of 
the Cheka was carried on in a large 
building. There the victims were cruel- 
ly tortured before a shot ended their 
misery. In order to drown the despairing 
cries of the unfortunate, the building 
was surrounded by a number of large 
motor trucks, their motors were started 
and for hours they were kept going. Then 
night after night, week after week, for 
months the almost countless hundreds of 
corpses were thrown into the trucks and 
carried away. The very best people, land- 
owners, members of the nobility, the 
middle class and all who refused to fall 
in line with the godless beasts, were 
killed. Bible loving and believing conse- 
crated Christians, with their whole fam- 
ilies, perished miserably. I, the writer, 
have read books and different articles on 
this almost unbelievable suffering. We 
can’t describe nor repeat them, although 
the case was of tens of thousands of boys 


_and girls who wandered aimlessly all over 


Russia half-starved, nude, feeding on the 
carcases of dead animals. Nude women, 
some of them Christians, were shot on the 
street as they sought clothes and food 
for their hungry children, never to re- 
turn home to their starving babies and 
oh, the countless cases of rape of girls 
and women thrown into the arms of the 
revolutionary soldiers to satisfy their 
lust. 


Tutchkoff, one of the foremost Christ- 
haters said, “The most formidable ene- 
mies of the Soviet power are the Evan- 
gelical Christians. They preach of a 
Christ who has never been as well as a 
god, and thereby lead their people into 
slavery. Not much time remains. We 
shall annihilate you branches, root and 
all. If there exists a devil we are with 
him. We shall not rest until we are im- 
mersed to the breast in your Christian 


blood.” 


It is stated in the land of the soviets 
the peasants are treated like dogs and the 
peasant women like animals lower than 
dogs. What horrible sufferings, torture 
and death this good people has passed 
through, whole villages are wiped out and 
today hundreds of them are confined in 
miserable prison camps suffering untold 
agonies, and in the wilds of Siberia, in 
the far North, hundreds of thousands of 
other banished ones are still living en- 
slaved, deprived of all the needed simple 
comforts of life, degraded and _ half 
starved. The suffering of the thousands 
of women is simply indescribable. Thou- 
sands of churches of the different 
branches have been demolished and the 
work of destruction goes on. 

I recall in a recent article on China of 


two blessed missionaries that fell into the 
hands of the godless, God had made their 
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lives brighter and happier with an heir. 
They were arrested, put in prison. After 
torturing, they failed to submit and adopt 
the blasphemous theory so their earthly 
doom was sealed. The sentence passed, the 
decree signed and the day of execution 
fixed. On that day the soldiers hand- 
cuffed and chained the husband and came 
to the wife’s cell with her husband 
chained. (My heart goes out; no one 
could help but weep.) The wife knew 
that they must go. Their baby was only 
five months of age. As she got up baby’s 
clothes she sang those good old songs, 
“Must Jesus Bear the Cross Alone” and 
“I’m Going Through, Jesus,” (they had 
only ten dollars and six cans of milk for 
their baby) she put the ten dollars and 
the cans of milk in bed with her baby, 
not knowing who would care for it. She 
wrote directions of how to feed the baby 
and pasted it on the bottle. Can’t you 
see her as she bends over and kisses that 
precious baby’s red cheek and its tiny 
feet and hands for the last time? Dear 
reader, that took the grace of God. They 
handcuffed her, chained her to her hus- 
band, put a black cloth over their faces 
and down they go to the execution block. 
Why? Simply because they would nox 
submit to their notions and denounce 


God. 


The same was the condition of the 
Russian Revolution, also the persecution 
in every age and century. Men can go 
on doing as they please now, but we read 
in Revelation 12 of the devil being cast 
down to the ground at the close of this 
age. “Rejoice, ye heavens,****Woe to 
the inhabiters of the earth and of the 
sea! for the devil is come down unto you, 
having great wrath.” My God, no won- 
der hell breaks loose on earth, the devil 
himself comes down loose walking on the 
earth and having great wrath. All that 
fail to take his mark, which means to 
seal vour destiny, will have to suffer and 
die, and thank God, a fourth of the 
earth turns its back on him, stands the 
torture under his cruel hand and dies for 
God. 

There are some who think the U. S. A. 
will not be involved in the conflict, but 
we read in Rev. 13:3, “And all the world 
wondered after the beast,” also in Rev. 
3:10 God said He would keep those who 
would be patient and had a little strengta 
and had not denied His name, He would 
keep them from the hour of temptation, 
which shall come upon all the world, to 
try them that dwell upon the earth. Luke 
21:35, “For as a snare shall it come on 
all them that dwell on the face of the 
whole earth.” I believe that the U. S. A. 
is a part of the earth and world, don’t 
you? True enough it would be fine for 
a lot of Church people if America could 
escape, but from a Bible standpoint I 
argue, and not from a theologian’s the- 
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ory, but the Book of books says those 
who are ready will escape and those who 
are not being led by the Spirit of God, 
excusing country, nationality, color, 
tongue, and position, will drink the wine 
of the wrath of God. 

Some say they can’t see how the Anti- 
christ power will or can be as severe as 
in the old country. Remember that 
will be a time of working great miracles. 
That answers that. Do you believe in 
miracles? If not you will then. Some 
didn’t think the Russian propaganda 
would ever cover our fair land, but it’s 
here strong, getting a death grip on our 
government, aiming to smash _ orders, 
rights and principles. True, the devil of- 
fers beautiful appearing things, he makes 
positions and localities look good some- 
times. Remember Lot looked over the 
well-watered and covered plains of Jor- 
dan and pitched his tent toward Sodom. 
Satan will try to attack with the dollar 
and with worldly, sinful pleasures, pol- 
ishing over where there will be no harm 
in indulging, and promising better posi- 
tions in life, but the writer is going to 
continue to preach the God-given mes- 
sage to mankind and stay with the Bible 
if he dies in poverty. Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord anyhow, and 
I can hear a thousand saying, Amen, we 
are with you. We had rather go to heav- 
en from any kind of a fare here, shout- 
ing through the skies with a glorified 
body, to the Marriage Supper, to fall heir 
to everything, than to be left to go out 
in the great tribulation week a million- 
aire. 

Now, brothers and sisters everywhere, 
don’t let the devil scare you, live true co 
God, you won’t starve, the earth and the 
fullness thereof belong to God.

Thank God, He will 
lead us out. Parents, take your children 
to prayer, better compel them than go in 
the dark week, and them and maybe you 
suffer and die under the cruel hand of 
devil when he is cast down, walking the 
earth and his man from the pit ener- 
gized with all his power to carry out the 
unmerciful, bloody slaughter, wholesale 
murder and destruction of the saints and 
truth of the Almighty God, trampling 
them under his feet, for he knoweth his 
time is short. Oh, the agonies, heart-ren- 
ding regrets when you have to witness 
your wife being ravished under the cruel

is not one thing today and something 
else tomorrow. Nor is it changed and 
shifted about to suit every variety of 
circumstance or wind of doctrine. It 
holds whether with friend or foe, at 
home or abroad, and it can stand in the 
face of approval or insult. Jesus said the 
peace He gave us “the world can neither 
give nor take away.” 

3. Nothing is needed so much in the 
world today as men and women who live 
the straightforward Christian life, over- 
coming the world just like Jesus said His 
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followers would. You may see them walk- 
ing the streets with their Bible and song 
book, talking about the meeting and 
boosting some evangelist or pastor, but 
how little is it all worth if they do not 
have the blessed victorious Christ in their 
hearts directing and keeping them in the 
straight and narrow way. People may 
argue and contend about who’s right and 
what’s right and go to hell because they 
do not have the victory themselves. Je- 
sus said the branch that abides not in 
Him is cast into the fire. 

4. To keep the victory and overcome 
the world you have only to use the or- 
dinary means of grace given in God’s 
Word; keep your mind on the Lord, 
meditate on His Word and apply it to 
your heart and conduct daily. Pray with- 
out ceasing, obey God as He gives you 


grace, and all will be well with you. 
When Christians weaken, lose out and 
take the back track, there is a cause. 


They fail God. It is their own fault. Je- 
sus never fails. His grace is always suf- 
ficient, and He never forsakes His own. 
If there is failure it is on our part. 

§. Finally, let us not forget that the 
means of grace must be used steadily and 
continually. You must keep at it. Some 
pray and work vigorously for a time then 
let up and down they come with a crash. 
The Christian life is much like an air- 
plane aloft—all goes well as long as it 
keeps full speed ahead but when the 
motor stops you are done. “Nay, in all 
these things we are more than conquerors 
through him that loved us” (Rom. 8: 
37).
